Since there is no physical transform to establish a practical application, a useful, 
concrete and tangible result appears to be lacking. Therefore, claims 1-5 are directed 
to a non-statutory process. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the "comparing" step having the "back-multiplied 
dewpoint number against the dividend to determine whether the first candidate 
number represents the IEEE-rounded bomputed quotient , or whether the second 
candidate number represents the IEEE-rounded computed quotient " as recited in 
independent claim 1.
